When a 
crowd of deaf-mutes (those who 
(ire called the " scum," or belong- 
ing to the secon<l class) got toge- 
llier, they always want to talk 
about something — Imving no n<!ws 
to talk of, they will start in by 
slandering one of their friends by 
him, or saying something improper 
about him. But this kind of 
deiif-miites are cowards at heart, 
and nine times out of Un\, they 
dare not say what they would like 
to one they don't like to his face, 
but as soon as his back is turned 
then the lying and slandering bo- 
gins. They are Ihe dogs iu the 
manger. But, of course the one 
who is the victim of this kind of 
business, is generally of the better 
class, and pays no attention to 
the idle gossip. The writer 
hop<>s he has not offended iiny one, 
but he believes in hewing the tree, 
no matter where the chips may 
fall. 

Another thing, which strikes me 
rather curious, is that which nnikes 
a pupil, who after ciunpletiiig his 
school time, (urns back on his 
school anil slanders it, and does 
nil his power to fiull it down. No 
one will ever [irofit by doing such 
things. Do right, tell the slniight- 
foiward truth, ;iiid success is the 
sure end.
